Mrs. Mahon made a motion to re-open the decision of the Board at their meeting of Juiy22nd regarding 
the suspension of the Shanghai Viiiage Restaurant, Szechuan's Dumpiing and Not Your Average 
Joe's. Mr. Curro seconded said motion fordiscussion oniy. 

Seiectmen Mahon and Greeiey expressed concern that Not Your Average Joe's representatives 

were given a iighter punishment because they couid express themseives better than the other 

restaurant owners who struggied communicating in Engiish when the other Board members 

pressed them for pians to prevent future vioiations. Mr. Greeiey stated that he feitthatwe shouid 

give Shanghai and Szechuan's Dumpiing a iittie break when we add ianguage as an issue. He aiso stated that this 

was Shanghai Viiiage's first vioiation in 30 years of business in Ariington. 

Mrs. Mahon stated she disagreed with the Board's decision to aiiow NYAJ to seiectthe three 

days of its suspension. Mrs. Mahon stated in the pastthe suspension begins on the same 

weekdayas the vioiation occurred. Mrs. Mahon stated she feeis the Board gave Not Your Average Joe's more 

ieeway after being impressed by whattheysaw as proactive preventative aicohoi measures. 

Mr. Byrne and Mr. Curro defended the board's abiiity to use its discretion and said their 
initiai decision was based on commitment to change and not communication skiiis. 

Mr. Dunn apoiogized to Ms. Lo fora misunderstanding at the hearing on Juiy22nd 

starting thatwhen he asked he if she was wiiiing to do any concrete steps to change things, Ms. Low responded 
"no" which answer ieft him flabbergasted. He iater reaiized that he hadn't understood the question. Mr. Dunn stated 
he regretted that miscommunication happened. 
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Afterfurtherdiscussion the Board voted to change Shanghai Village and Szechuan's Dumpling to a 
three (3) day suspension and not four (4) days. The Board approved the three restaurant's, including 
Manna House, new policies which included contracts and training programs for all employees. 

The suspension does notaffectthe Licensee's Common Victualler permitso the Licensee 
may remain open for serving food and non-alcoholic beverages on those days. 

Mrs. Mahon moved approval. SO VOTED (4-1)
